: JUDENITCH BADLY DEFEATED. 
. London, November 6, 

While the Bolshevik claim. to have surrounded General 
Jydenitch’s Army is not confirmed, it''is at least certain that 

snitch has been badly defeated at the very gates of Petrograd, 
and the menace of envelopment is not averted. Thus Reuter’s 

*forceast cabled on October 20, (when the Judenitch communiques 
were confident of victory) that the immediate fall of Petrograd was 
unlikely, is substantiated. o 

The reasons for the-failure of the advance were ‘explained on 
October 20, but the immediate cause of Judenitch’s general retreat 
was the Bolshevik capture of Luga, on the Petrograd-Pskoff Railway, 
threatening the rear. as any delay in retirement would have en: 
dangered the communications and perhaps the existence of the 
whole Army. . ° : 

‘The War Office, last evening, announced that Judenitch’s left is 
still in touch with the right of the Esthonians operating in the Gulf 
of Finland, who are holding their original line. Judenitch, who has 
reached four miles from Petrograd, is now twelve miles therefrom. 

Experts opine that any fresh offensive against Petrograd must 
be supported by an attack’ from the North. . 

»° General Denikin reports by wireless that he has secured’35,000 
prisoners and many guns and machine-guns during the last ten days.

Continuing his speech in the House of Commons. Mr. Churchill 
drew attention to the fact that there were two factors of immense

HOW SILENCE WAS TO BE SECURED. aan 
“ 0 . London, November l@, 

The Home Secretary has issued suggestions for carrying out His 
Majesty's two-minute silence at eleven o'clock on Tuesday, and 
points out that it is of capital importance that the moment-fixed 
for the commencement of the silence should be clearly marked by 
some distinct sound. He suggests thatin country villages the church 
clock or bells would he an adequate signal but in larger towns some 
other means was necessary in order to ensure uniformity. In 
London and suburbs, maroons will be fired. He suggests that else- 
where Mayors provide a signal by asiren or any -available alter- 
wative. Arrangements are being made to cease all trains all over the. 
country, and the police in London will sto» all street traffic. Local 
Authorities are asked todo the same. It is hoped that employers 
will co-operate and carry out the spirit of the scheme. He suggests 
that people in, the streets and shops co-operate by simply standing 
still when the signal is sounded.

COMPULSORY ARBITRATION DROPPED. 
London, Novernber 6. 

In the House of Commons Sir Robert Horne moved :the second 
reading of the Industrial Disputes Bill, the features of which are’ 
the provision for a permanent Industria! Court of Inquiry and the 
dropping of the Compulsory Arbitration existing under the present 
Act. The Bill also provides for the continuance of the war-time 
rates of wages till September 1920. Tha reason why compulsion 
was dropped was because employers objected to the clause em: 
powering workmen to compel employers to accept arbitration in 
wages disputes and to abide by the decision, whereas there was no 
corresponding compulsion for the workers.to abide by the decision. 
Labour objected to being made subject to compulsory arbitration, 
and hence it has been dropped. Sir Robert Horne, however, defeud- 
ed Labour against the suggestion that the objection was because it 
desired to evade awards, and he peinted out that in the last eleven 
months the Interim Court of Arbitration had decided in 863 cases, 
and only in three had there been a strike against the award. More- 
over, he declared that compulsion largely failed in Australia and 
Canada because he was of the opinion that people were not ready 
ori ”

The debate on British policy towards Russia opened in the 
House of Commons on an amendment to the vote of credit 
by Col. ‘Wedgewood to reduce the supplementary “Army Ser- 

. vices by fifteen millions for: assistance .to Venikin and 
Yudenitch. Col, Wedgewood denounced thé Russian policy 
and asked why England was bearing the whole bu -den of the 
expense of enti-Bolshevik campaigns. 

The Labourite, Colonel John Ward, declared it would 
‘ave been dishonourable after we had organised the Russians 
‘or our, purposes to have said to them when peace came, 
“There’s’ now no . Western. front, © goodbye.” 
Clonel Ward declared , that every Brit- 
isher calling himself a democrat ought to 
support Koltchak and Britain should continue assisting him. 

Mr. Malone, who has just returned from Eolshevist . 
Russia, said he was not enamoured of the Bolshevist but © 

"had been impressed with the amount of reconstruction which, 
the Soviet was carrying.on. He opined that peace with the 
Soviet was at present within.the scope of practicable states- - 
manzhip, " " 

Other spéakers from the Baltic in defence of Finnish 
soldiers said they were: gallant, -disciplmed and orderly. 
They worshipped Mannerheim, a humane and cultured 
gentleman who commanded the approval and support of all 
the best elements in Finland. 

Replying to the debate Mr. Churchill’ pointed ont the - 

‘ jasaperable dificulties experienced by all great countries as 
regards the furnjshing of a clear cut Russian policy. -He was 
of the opinion that Japan’ alone, perhaps knows exactly what 

_ she wants.’ The position of the great countries was that they 
had not declared war against the Soviet and were not waging 
wat with all forces but their troops were engaged in hostilities 
wherever they had come in contact with the Bolsheviks. All 
the Allies were in this bewildering quandary, yet we held on 
to the principle that Bussia mast be saved by her manhood, . 
Some said “Let Russig stew'in her own juice.” He dissented 
- because then either the Bolsheviks would try to stew as in. 
her ‘juice or reactionary Russia would stew in German juice |

POLITICAL CONFUSION. 
——4-——___ : 


It would probably be no straining of the facts to say that at few 
periods in British’politioal history has there been greater confusion 
than now prevails. Truth, the other day, remarked that parties, 
persons and principles are in the crucible, and that. he’ would bea 
bold man who would predict in what forms and combinations they 
willemerge. It might have been: added that the situation is ever 

' changing. and that what looks like a reasonable prophecy one day is 
as like as not to be discredited by the happenings of the next. Not 
many weeks ago, there appeared to be ample evidence that the Coa- 
lition would be forced into dissolution. All the bye-elections were 
“going against the Ministry’ headed by Mr. Lloyd George and his 

. mixed following, Labour appeared to be rapidly coming into its own. 
Then we had‘the popular opposition to nationalisation of industries, 
urged by the Labourites, following which came the Tailway strike, 
which without a doubt meant the loss of much sympathy with the 
Labour cause. Public opinion, however, still appeared to be “ agin’ 
the Government,” and a climax was expected when the critics of 
the Coalition came to the Commons armed to the teeth with motions 
of censure. Once again, however, Mr. Lloyd George proved mora 
than a match for the scalp-bunters, and by his clever handling of 
the situation the Government emerged all the stronger frorn the test 
to which it was subjected by the debaté, on nationa] expenditure. 

.. On top of all these sbiftings and changings, come the results of 
the Municipal Elections at Home, which show that Labour has 
secured a most striking turn-over of votes.and has swept the boards 
in former Liberdl and Conservative strongholds. This outcome is 

_ allthe more surprising when we recallthat atthe last General 

- Elegtion somé millions of working class people refrained from 
supporting the Labour candidates and when we also consider that 
these Municipal Elections follow so closely on the period of unpopu- 

‘larity through which Labour passed in the recent tailway strike. 
The Conservatives. we notice, attribute their overthrow to 
apathy and abstention from voting on the part of the middie classes. 
But whet would be more interesting would be some information as 
to the cause for this alleged apathy. Possibly it is traceable to the 
confusion which’ reigns in the ranks of the, older political parties, 
both of whick seem at present to be in a state ofcoma. The Prime 
Minister may have his hopes of keeping the Coalition alive, but 
from what we can see he must needs before long to throw in his 
lot either with the Unionists of the Liberals. The former are not 
a very happily family, since one group favours Mr. Bouar Law as the 
leader and another would prefer Lord . Robert Cecil, despite his 
unacceptable fiscal views. Then the Liberals, now nominally led 
by Sir Donald Maclean, are hoplessly split, some still retaining 
their admiration for Mr. Lloyd, George whilst others stand by Mr, 
Asquith and even yet hope tosee him head a new Government. 
So confusion reigns almost everywhere we look.

The October Criminal Sessions

« Opening the case the Attorney 

General said that"the prisoners 

were charged with the murder off 

Lantau Island of a toatwoman

ing of the 27th August of this year. 

The principal witness for the 

prosecution was the son of the 
* deceased, a boy 13 years of age, 

wha would be able to tell bis 

Lordship that he was on the 

boat with his mother and sister 

when the murder was committed, 
and that he had known both 
accused fer some three or four 
years past, ever since he was nine 
years olf, The boy's evidence 

would shew thar about 9 p.m, 

the boat lay off Lantau Island and 

hoth accused came on board and, 
asked to be taken out for a row to, 

PoCho Tan., The first accused sat’ 

by the witness's mother, who was 

atthe bow oar, and the -secand 
accused sat by his‘sister. The boy 
himself sat amidships from which 
pesition, the boat being a sraall 
one, he could see all that pre- 
sently took place. When off 
Po. Cho Tan. he 
the second “accused suddenty 
push his sister over-board. Atthe 
same time his mother was also 
pushed over-board.,by the first 
accused. The-boy etied out 
“save life” “at which, the first 
accused seized hold of him and 
threw him into the sea. Fortunate- 
Ip the hoy was a strong swimner. 
He made for the shore and went 
on foot ta a _ telative's 
junk at Tai O. where the affair 
was immediately made known, to 
the Police. On the’ following 
day the boy recognised both men 

taking tea in atea house with a 

third man who was not before 
‘the Court. Both accused were 

then arrested. A further point 
against the second accused, one 
that would furnish, the motive, 
was that a quantity of 
clothing was stolen from the 
junk, and this clothing. done up 
in a bundle, wax found by the 

Police about -a week after the 
“murder outside a shed occupied 

by the second accused. This 

property was identified as belong- 
ing to some of the accupants of 
the sampan. The body cf the 
boy’s mother was not found, 
_ neither bad the sampan been 
recovered, but the body of his 
sister was washed ashore. It 
was in an advancéd state of 
_ decomposition and bore no marks 
of wounds, and was identified by 
the boy at the Kowloon Mortuary, 

The direct evidence of the boy 

would show that he knew

The Cooper Bank Light-boat has 
been moved and is now mobdred 
in 17 feet of water on the .south- 
extremity of Cooper 
From ‘the Light-boat, 
Kiushan Quoin Bescon bears S. 
53° W., distant 4.66 miles. Its 
characteristics have not been 
changed. A Light-beacon,to be 
known as the Channel Beacon, 
has been “established on the 
western point of Pitman-King 
Island, This Beacon, which is a 
pole surmounted br a black 
spherical daymark. exhibits a 
Seventh Order. fixed. white 
light and is situated 1.32 miles. 
N. 2515° E. from Kiushan Beacon. 
The Pitman-King Crossing Lower 
and Upper Buoys have been 
discontinued. A Light-boat, to be 
known as the Crossing Light-boat. 
has been moored in 19 feet of water 
om the southern side of the 
Pitman-King Crossing, and from 
the Light-boat. Big Tree Beacon 
bears N. 30° W. distant 1.8 miles. 
This Light-boa:, which is painted 
red and has one mast surmounted 
by a black spherical daymark. 
exhibits two white unclassed 
Lizhts hoisted vertically and 6 
feet apart. A red and black 
vertically striped Buoy surmount- 
ed by a black spherical daymark 
has been moored in 18 feet of 
water of the western end of the 
spit on the northern side of the 
Pitman-King .Crossing. From 
the Buuy, Big Tree Beacon hears 
N. 38tq° W., distant 1.53 miles. 
This Buoy Is to be known as 
the Spit Buoy andis unlighted. 
The Big Tree Light-boat has been 
movedand is now moored in 48 feet 
of water on the southern side of 
the channel in the western ap- 
proach tothe Pitman-King Cross- 
ing..

OLL BUNKERING AT LIVERPOOL. 

A remarkable illustration of 
the advantages of. oil fuel over 
coal occurred in one of the Liver- 
pool docks recently. In the 
ordinary process of coaling, a 
vessel of, say, 5,000 tons frequent- 
ly occupies 48 hours from the 
time of berthing to the time ‘of 
finishing. On Friday and Satur- 
day six vessels were berthed in 
the West Branch Herculaneum 
Dock and loaded up with oil fuel 
ready to depart: and, in fact, 
have left the dock ready for sea, 
and this despite tie limited space 
in which the operations were 
The work was cam- 
pleted at a minimum of labour.
